After six weeks had elapsed all but two 
of tho number had died from fatiguo and 
starvation."No tidings havo boon received 
from tho parly in tho third boat under the 
command of Lieutenant Chipn, but a long 
and fruitless investigation, leaves little doubt 
that all itsi members perished in tho win. As 
a slight tribute to their heroism, I give in this 
communication tho names of the .gallant men 
who sacrificed their lives in tho expedition:

TUB NAVAL POIJCES.

THE POSTOJTICE DEPAETMEXT. 


The report of the postmaster general gives 


evidence of the eatiijfactory condition of that 
department, and contains many valuable data 
autl accompanying suggestions which can- 
not fail to bo of interest. Tho

it affords that the 
receipts 


for the

countrv. As matters which may fairly claim 
particular attention, I refer you to his obser- 
vations in reference to tho advisability of 
changing the present basis for iixiug salaries 
and allowances; of extending tho money-or- 
der system; of enlarging tho functions of the 
posta'l establishment so as to have under its 
control the telegraph, system of tho country, 
though from this last" and most important 
recommendation I must withhold my concur- 
rence. 


LETTER POSTAGE. 


At the last session of congress, several biils 


wcro introduced into tho house of representa- 
tives for the reduction of letter postage to tho 
rate of two cents per half ounce. I have 
given much studv and redaction to this sub- 
ject, and am thoroughly persuaded that such 
a reduction would bo for tho best interest of 
the public. It lia»bocn the policy of tho gov- 
ernment from its foundation to defray, as far 
as possible, the expenses of carrying the 
mails by a ciircet tax in tho form of postage, 
and it lias never been claimed, however, that 
tliis service ought to bo productive of a net 
revenue. As has been stated already, the re- 
port of tho postmaster general shows that there 
is now a very considerable surplus in his de- 
partment, and that henceforth tho receipts aro 
likely to increase at a much greater ratio than 
lU'cessarv expenditures. Unless some change 
is made in tho existing tfvta, the profits of the 
postal service) will, in a few years, swell tho 
rev.-lines o:' iho government many millions of 
dollars. The (imo seems auspicious, there- 
fore, for some reduction in tlio rates of post- 
age. 
In what shall that reduction consist? A 


review of thcr legislation which has been had 
upon this subject during tho last thirty years, 
discloses that' domestic' letters constitute, tho 
only class of mail matter which has never 
bee'n favored by substantial reduction of rates. 
I am convinced! that the burden of main- 
taining tho service falls unequally upon

POI.ITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 


I declare my approval of such legislation as 


may be found necessary for supplanting tlio 
existing provisions of law in relation to politi- 
ical assessment In July last I authorized a 
public announcement that employes of tho 
government should regard thomu&lvcs as at 
liberty to exorcise their pleasure in making or 
refusing to make political contributions, "and 
that their action in that regard would in no 
manner affect their official stations.

announcement, 
I

upon the 


view which I had alwavs maintained and 
still maintain—that a public oflicor should 
bo as absolutely'free as any other citizen to 
give or to withhold a contribution for the aid 
of tho political party of his choice. It has, 
however, been urged, and doubtless not with- 
out foundation in fact, that by tho solicitation 
of superiors and by other modes, such con- 
tributions havo at all times boen obtained 
from cftranns. whoso tr±\v motive fo: KiV'ug I 


rnis'ucc'n'a fe.ir of what might befall Mom ;r 
they refused. It soos wilhoub saying that 
snuh contributions are not voluntary. In my 
judgment, their collection should bo prohibited 
bv law. A bill which will effectually sup- 
press them will receive my cordial approval. 


DISTRICT OF COLtnrEIA. 


I hope that, however numerous and urgent 


may be the demand upon yonr attention, tho 
interest of this district will not bo forgotten. 
The dental to its residents of the groat right of 
suffrage in all its relations to national, state 
aud municipal action imposes on congress 
the duty of affording them the best adminis- 
tration "which Us wisdcm can deviae. 
The report of the district corniniBsionc:rs 


indicate certain measures whoso 
adoption 


would seem to bo very desirable. I instance 
in particular those which relate to arrears of 
taxes, to steam railroads, and to assessments 
of real property. 


THE PEESTDENTIAL SUCCESSION, 


Among tho questions which have been the 


topic of recent debate in the halls of congress, 
none are of greater gravity than those re.a-ting 
to tho ascertainment of the vote for presiden- 
tial electors and the iutentment of tlio consti- 
tution in its provisions for devolving tho exec- 
utive functions upon tho vice president, when 
the president suffers from inability to dis- 
charge the powers and duties of his office. I 
trufib that no embarrassment may result from 
a failure to determine these questions before 
another national election. 


CONCLUSION. 


The closing year has been replete will! 


blessings for which we owe to tho Giver of all 
Good our reverent acknowledgement. 
For 


thu uninterrupted harmony oi! our foreign ru- 
litious; for thu decay of sectional animosities; 
for thu exuberance of our harvests, am; the
